RIVED SATURDAY 


PLACED ON RANCH NORTH OF 
CITY. GETTING ALONG 
WELL. 


Michigan's fine herd of reindeer, 
recently purchased from Norway by 
the State department of Conserva- 
tion, arrived in Grayling last week 
Saturday. The original herd had 60 
animals, six of them dying and an- 
other six were loaned to Belle Isle, 
Detroit for exhibition purposes, but it 
is expected that the latter will soon 
arrive to join the larger herd. 

The animals were taken in trucks 
to the Rasmus Hanson ranch north of 
the city. This contains about 2,500 
acres and is fenced. The animals ap- 
pear contented with their new home 
and are finding plenty of food to 
their taste. Certain mosses upon 
which the reindeer seem to thrive in 
Norway, are found in abundance at 
the ranch, and other places thruout 
the county. 

These animals are domesticated. 
When they arrived here they appear- 
ed to be none the worse off for their 
railroad trip, which was from the 
State game farm at Mason, where 
they had been for a few weeks. Each 
animal was in a crate by himself. 
When they were taken out of the 
crates at the ranch, they first looked 
around and finally moved off in a 
body to the higher ground and began 
feeding. They are about the size of 
g young deer, are very handsome 
and have very large cloven feet. 
There are ten males in the lot, all of 
which had lost their antlers and a 
number had good starts on new ones. 
Each year these antlers grow to an 
enormous size and in the early spring 
they drop off, close to the head, and 
then begin all over again to grow a 
new set. They are a very gracefu' 
and pretty animal and the presence 
of the herd is sure to be a big at- 
traction to visitors and tourists trav- 
eling thru this part of the State. 

A native Lap!ander from the Up- 
Per Peninsula is caring for the ani- 
mals, Louis Mead, of Fis city in be- 
half of the State department, gives 
daily attention as to the progress 
that is being made by the animals. 
It is expected that there will be a 
large number of young fawns born 
within the next few weeks. 

These reindeer were purchased by 
the State of Michigan from Norway 
at a cost of $200 each, delivered in 
New Pork City.

MRS, LUCY ROBINSON PIONEER 
RESIDENT PASSED AWAY. 


Came to Grayling when place was a 
Wilderness. . 

At 3:30 o’cloek last Thursday af- 
ternoon, oecurred the death of Mrs. 
Lucy Robinson, at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. Robert Reagan, fol- 
lowing an illness é6f four weeks’ dur- 
ation, The passing of Mrs. Robin- 
sun marks the death of Grayling's 
earliest living pioneer, having come 
to this county 46 years’ ago, when 
Grayling was a wilderness and the 
‘rst comers, both women and men, 
worked to clear the land and build 
a hovel ty’ Jive in. During her life 
this lady has been able to relate 
some very Interesting things of the 
early life of Grayling and the hard- 
ships and trials endured by the peo- 
vile of those days. The death of 
Mrs. Robinson leaves Mr. Rueben S, 
Babbitt the oldest pioneer, he having 
come here soun after the Robinsons. 

Lucy Christina Manshardt was 
born in Greenville, New York, Feb- 
ruary 23rd, 1858. When but a young 
girl she came to Michigan with 
her parents, and the family located 
moa farm in Chesaning. On Jan- 


uery Ist, 1876, she was united in 
marriage to Charles P. Robinson and 
in April of that year the couple 
eame ta Grayling to make their 


home. Eight children were born te 
them, four of wham survive, Mrs. J. 
R. Malanfant of Cheboygan, Mrs. L. 
H, Johnston of Bay City, Mrs. Rob- 
ert Reagan and Miss Mabel Rob 
inson who reside in this city. Mr. 
Robinson died several years ago and 
almost since that time Mrs. Robin- 
son has made her home with her 
daughter, Mrs. Reagan. She united 
with ‘the M. E. church 26 years ago 
und ever since kas been active in all 
its affairs. She was a member of 
the Ladies Aid society, and was ac- 
tive in lodge circles, belonging to the 
Rebekahs, the Womens Relief corps, 
and the Maccabees, being a charter 
niemher of the latter two orders. 
Mrs. Robinson led a very useful life, 
being of a very ambitious nature. 
She was dearly loved by the mem- 
bers of her family es well as by her 
friends, of the latter of which she 
had many. Tiler death was a severe 
shock to her family, all of whom 
have the sympathy ‘of hosts of 
friends in their sorrow. 

The funeral was held last Sunday 
afternoon at 2:00, with services at 
the Michelson Memorial Church, Rev. 
C. E. Doty conducted the services, 
and the choir rendered a number of 
beautiful hynings. There was a large 
congregation of friends present at 
the services and the flower-laden cas- 
het bespoke the high esteem in which 
this lady was held.

Last Saturday, Crawford County 
Grange held an open meeting with 
Lecturer Clifford C. Merrill of Beay- 
er Creek in charge. 

Mr. Merrill had planned a very 
timely and helpfyl meeting, having, 
from the Agricultural Coliege, Miss 
Edna V. Smith, to address the ladies 
on Home Management, and Professor 
H. M. Eliot, to address the men on 
Farm Management. Miss Smith gave 
the ladies splendid thought on her 
chosen subjects, 

Professor Eliot showed that it 
costs $90.59 a year to keep a horse. 
That tractor costs, for Fordson’s, 
Case, and otners drawing two-bottom 


plows, have been found to be, per 
day: 
Fuel $2.66 
Depreciation 3.44 
Repairs 88 
Services 08 
$7.06 


Investigation shows that the average 
working life of such tractor is 269 
days; that it averages to plow, with 
a two-bottom plow 5.4 acres; to har- 
row, 24.7 acres daily; that farms us- 
ing -tractors, keep, on average, 1.% 
less horses; and less man labor 3.4 
months. The speaker also showed, 
by use of large charts, that on a 
farm where there was poor labor 
distribution, by keeping only nine 
cows, the labor income’ was only 
$322.45. But, where seven cows 
more were added the Jabor income 
was four-fold as great, reaching the 
tidy sum of $1325.04. Professor 
Eliot, out of the fullness of his- 
knowledge, gained by wide investi- 
gation, urged the farmers present 
most strengly to de three things 
found necessary elsewhere: 

1. Feed cows a balanced ration. 

2. Weigh milk. 

3. Use only high class sires. 

Though this meeting was well an- 
nounced in the Avalanche, and every 
farm family in the county received 
a postal card invitation, and about 
sixty received a second invitation by 
letter, a pitifully small number at- 
tended. 

The State sent these speakers at 
considerable cost. What must they 
think of a county that does not turn 
out more than sixteen women, and 


twenty-one men, when roads and 
weather are fine, and farm work 
hardly begun?

Famous ruins aud historic relics have 
been shifted under new flags by the 
World war just as have places of more 
practical and less sentimental value. 
And so It happens that the magnificent 
ruins of Buulbek, the Heliopolis of the 
Graeco-Roman wortd und once the 
greatest city of Syria, are now under 
the > adminiseration of the French. 
French authority ts the latest of muny 
national induences to be exercised over 
these world-famous ruins, 

Not many centuries after the Roman 


Enyire crashed and wultiple states 
i tose in its place. the Arabs captured 
Riwbek, ‘Phe great temple hod been 
turned into a Christian ehurch in the 
days of Constantine. Now if was in 
turn changed inte a mosque. Trier: 
lane pillaged the old teniple site. Later 


came the Turks, and it was under theirs 


regime that the Western world first 
learned of the stately ruins. Even 
German influence was exerted en the 
place, for under the Turks German 


archeologists excavated afd partially 
restored the temples. 

The Baalbek temples are not minor 
ruins, Unexpectedly to most observers 
they take one palm from Egypt's pyra- 
mids; for In the walls at Bantbek are 
the largest stones ever used by man 
in erecting a structure—great mono- 
liths larger than « freight car. 

These rulns, properly speaking, are 
known as El Kalla (Citadel) and are 
composed of only. twu teniples. and 
they do not cover a large urea when 
compared with other ruins in Syria. 

The Great Temple, or the Temple 
of Jupiter, as Jt js called, hind its main 
entrance from the East. Here a wide 
Aight of steps led up to the propylaea, 
or vestibule, 19 feet above the gardens 
and orchards that now surround the 
ruins, This portico was open to the 
east the full width of the stairs, and 
the worshipers used to enter between 
rows of columns, on the bases of three 
of which are inscriptions stating that 
the temple was erected to the “great 
gods" af Heliopolis by Antoninus and 
Caracalla, At an early period the 
Arabs converted these temples into a 
fortress, and to a certain extent re- 
modeled them. The columns mentioned 
were removed, the staircase taken up, 
and the material used to construct a 
solid wall where the columns had been. 

Arabs Blocked This Entrance. 

Next came the hexagonal forecourt, 
entrance into which was made by 
means of a central doorway, with a 
smaller one on ench side. This small 
court was surrounded by a colonnade, 
and on four of the six sides by exedrae, 
porticos with stone seats. The Arabs 
have also blocked this three-fold en- 
trance and converted the exedrae Into 
fortifications, filling them with brick 
masonry. 

After the visit of the former German 
emperor to these ruins, in 1898, n body 
of German excavators was sent to 
Baalbek, and worked there from 1901 
to 1904. They not only dug down and 
removed the debris, but strengthened 
weak parts, and, where necessary, they 
removed the Arabic work so as to 
make the original plan more easily 
comprehensible to the visitor. 

The workmen -bullt a narrow stair- 
case where the broad old one used 
to bé, tore away the wall constructed 
over the bases of the columns, and 
opened an entrance through a great 
block of stone which was placed across 
the central doorway into the forecourt, 
so that today visitors enter as did the 
Roman worshipers of old. 

Proceeding inward one passes 
through a triple entrance into the 
great court, or court of the altar. It 
is about 440 feet long by 370 feet wide 
The central portal, as well as one ef 
the smaller side ones, has fallen in,

Around this court, on three sides, 
omitting the west end, whére a stair- 
case led up to the level of the Great 
temple, are square and semicireular

below, ‘They ure over 60 feet high and 
7% feet in diameter and are each com- 
posed of three drums, 

One ern perhaps hest mentally re- 
construct the Great Temple by an in- 
spection of the smaller one, dedicated 
to Bacchus, which Hes to the south- 
east of the Great Temple, entirely in- 
dependent of it and on a lower level. 

The walls of the main enclosure or 
cella, which Is oblong, are quite plain 
on the outside and are bullt of care- 
fully dressed stone, the jofnfs so per- 
fect that a knife-blade cannot enter 
between. Around this at a distance of 
1 feet runs on the two sides and ends 
a row af smooth columns which forms 
the peristyle. 

These. Including their capitals, are 
about 52 feet high and are surmounted 


tablature is connected with the walls of 
the cella by enormous slabs of stone, 
which are elaborately carved with the 
heads of emperors, deities, and Inter- 
woven with floral des{gns, forming an 
exquisite celling. 

The door posts are elegantly carved 
with figures of Bacchus, fauns, cuptds. 
satyrs and baechantes, weven around 
which are grape vines and clusters of 
fruit, also poppies and ears of whent, 
all of which are symbolical of the 
attributes of the reveling god to wnom 
the temple is dedicated. 

Great Doorway 43 Feet High. 

This great doorway, which dwarfs 
the human figure, stands 43 feet high 
and 21% feet wide, while the carving 
of the posts just mentioned covers a 
space about 6 feet wide. On both 
sides of this door stand graceful fluted 
columns, forming the prostyle or por- 
tico. while the plain ones of the peri- 
style, which stand behind them, seem 
to reflect their beauty. 

The decorations of the wails of the 
interior of this temple resemble the 
carvings of the exedrae of the great 
court, having two rows of niches for 
statues one above the other and dl- 
vided perpendicularly from each other 
by engaged fluted columns. 

As already mentioned, these tem- 
ples stood on a raised platforin rest- 
ing on substructures. The great tem- 
ple Hes 44% feet above the level of 
the plain and is the highest part of 
the entire inclosure, while the great 
court was only 23 feet lower. 

An inclosing wall, the mammoth 
atones of which have been the marvel 
of engineers for ages, deserves mention. 
The lowest courses are built of stones 
of moderate dimensions, but which 
grow rapidly In size until we come te 
a row of three enormous stones, the 
shurtest being 03 feet and the jongest 
65 In length, and each belng about 
18 feet high nnd 10 feet thick. 
The course of which they form part 
ta some 20 feet above the surface of the 
ground. 

They are the largest building blocks 
ever known to have been used by man; 


and a still larger one Iles In the an- 
cient nearby quarry, never having been 
detached from the rock beneath, Thia 
one is 70 feet long by 14 by 18 feet.

HOUSE. FOR SMALL DAIRYMAN 


| Convenient, Sanitary. and Inexpensive 


it Should Be Well. Bulit 
. and Lacated. : 


(Prepared by the United Statea Department 
of Agriculture} 


The dairy house that will fulfill 
sunitary requirements, and at the same 
time be pructicul und inexpensive, has 
been planned by the United States De 
purtment of Agriculture. Muny re- 
quests are received for information 
concerning the construction and = ar- 
Tangement of such bulldings. To meet 
this demand the depurtinent has druwn 
up plans for dairy houses of various 
sizes which can be constructed 
economically. Copies of the plans will 
be sent free to those applying for 
them. 

For a person who Is striving to {m- 
prove the quality of his products a 
practical, inexpensive type of dairy 
house, such as that planned by the 
department, is an absolute nevessity. 
Milk that is poured or strained in the 
burn, or xilowed to stand there, is 
liable to be contuminated by bacteria 
and to absorb stable odors. As soon 
as the ‘cow’s milk is drawn it should 
be carried to the dalry house, to be 
cooled immediately to 50 degrees F. 
or lower. An up-to-@ute sanitary dairy 
house fs provided with afl the facilities 
for cooling milk {n the most economi- 
eal manner. 

For convenience the dairy house 
should be neur the barn. get se far 
from it that no barn oders can he 
detected in the house. and should be 
on well-drained lind that slopes from 
the house. 

The principal purpose in building 
a dairy huuse is to provide a place 
where dairy products may be handled 
apart from anything else. To carry 
out this {dea it is necessary to divide 
the interior of the building so that the 
utensils do not hare to be washed in

the Same room where the milk is 
handled. The idea of abselute clean- 
ltmess must always be kept in mind; 
and for this reason there should be 
no unnecessury ledges or rough sur- 
faces on which dirt may lodge. Venti- 
lators are necessary to keep the air 
in the miik room fresh and free from 
all odors, and to carry steam away 
from the wash room, Windows are of 
great importance, as they admit sun- 
light and fresh air, and facilitate work. 
In summer the doors and windows 
should be screened to exclude files 
and other insects. 


It Is necessary that there be a plenti- 
ful supply of cold, running water at 
the dairy house. If it is not possible 
to have a regular water system, water 
may be piped from an elevated tank 
by-an engine, wind mill, hand pump, 
or hydraulic ram. The dairyman can 
iii afford to spend his time carrying 
water in a pall to cool milk and wash 
utensils. 

For the proper sterilization of uten- 
sils an abundance of steam-or hot 
water is needed. A pall or can may 
appear to be clean and still may con- 
taln numerous bacteria which will 
hasten the souring of milk, cause bad 
flavor in butter and cheese, or spread 
contagion. After the utensils are 
thoroughly clean they should be either 
sealded with boiling water or sternmed. 
The dairy house should be so built as 
to economize labor to the greatest ex- 
tent. To do this the building must be 
arranged to avold unnecessary steps. 

The equipment of the dairy house 
consists of a 1% to 2 horsepower 
vertical bofier which supplies steam to 
the sink and to the steam jet in the 
draln board, a galvanized-iron wash 
sink, a can rack, a Babcock tester, a 
concrete cooling tauk, a milk cooler, 
and milk scales, A separator inay 
also be located in the milk room. De- 
talls of the construction and arrange- 
ment of this and other dairy houses 
may be had by writing to the bureau 
of animal industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, 
D.C. :
